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The Cleveland Museum of Art 
announces midsummer film lineup 


Series includes special appearance by cinematographer Stefan Czapsky, 
whose films include The Thin Blue Line, Batman Returns, Ed Wood 


CLEVELAND (June 28, 2007) — The Panorama Film Series summer lineup at The Cleveland Museum of 
Art (CMA) offers Cleveland moviegoers 17 escapes from the heat that begin in July with a grab bag of new 
and older movies. 

Among the first-runs is the latest movie by Milos (Amadeus, One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest) 
Forman, Goya’s Ghosts, which receives a special advance screening. Javier Bardem, Natalie Portman, and 
Stellan Skarsgard star. The documentary The Wonderful, Horrible Life of Leni Riefenstahl, in which the 
famous female filmmaker who made her best work for Hitler (and who is the subject of two recent 
biographies) looks back on her long and checkered career, and Roberto Benigni’s The Tiger and the Snow, a 
romantic comedy set during the current War in Iraq, makes a return engagement. 

In August, as the Museum spotlights its photography collection in Icons of American Photography, a 
10-film series entitled Masters of American Cinematography looks at another breed of American photographer 
— the motion picture cameraman. Films from nine decades, all projected from 35mm film, will spotlight the 
work of some of America’s greatest directors of photography. The series opens with Visions of Light: The Art 
of Cinematography a, clip-laden documentary, and continues with classic movies by such directors as Josef 
von Sternberg, William Wyler, Billy Wilder, Robert Altman and Woody Allen. 

The Panorama Film Series welcomes three special guests during the summer. On July 13, Cleveland 
author Kristin Ohlson, co-author the current nonfiction bestseller Kabul Beauty School: An American Woman 
Goes Behind the Veil, will discuss the recent documentary The Beauty Academy of Kabul, which deals with a 
beauty school founded in post-Taliban Afghanistan by American Deborah Rodriguez. On July 27, filmmaker 
Steven John Ross will appear in person at an advance screening of his new documentary Winslow Homer: 


Society and Solitude. Two of the Museum’s Homer paintings are featured prominently in the movie.

McCabe and Mrs. Miller

Directed by Robert Altman, with Warren Beatty and Julie Christie. A small-time gambler partners 
with an opium-addicted madam to open a brothel in a booming Northwest mining town early in the 
20"-century. This dreamy, melancholy western features ethereal cinematography by the great Vilmos
